No one could well be more secrot 
than Colonel ."^oiidaikin. It is said that 
he "made up" in a fresh disgni.so every 
time be wont out, like our old friends, 
M. Lecoq and Lo Pere Tireau-clair. 
Colonel Soudaikin did not receive hia 
agents at his private or at his otficial 
residence. He thouglit it winer lo meet 
his men at the rooms Xo. 1 ."i in a 
house on tin; Neuskv Prospect, occup- 
ied by one of his .-^iilioi'ilinaies. Tliis 
man was tlii! very Xiliilist, whom he 
Lnd spared three yeara belore. The big- 
gest blackguard in an Irish conspiracy 
maken tho most effusive informer. The 
reformed poacher is the most stringent 
keeper, and the keeper "gone wrong" 
is the most active poacher. On this 
view of hiiniaii cliar.icter ihe jiaivloaed 
Nibiliat was tiie most favoured and 
trusted secret agent of iho Police.

Tl;o iSeercl Society had 
fought and beaten with its own weap- 
ous the Secret Police. The game is one 
which cannot be played again immed- 
iately. .Confessing and repentant revo- 
lutionarie.s will not for some time be 
trusted further than they can be en.

So it has been in Russia since tho days 
of Rurik, and so it will be. The hero 
dies iu a moment, no man knows or 
dares say how; the Eni])erov's funeral 
is followed liy his iiiurderor.s aufl hia 
heirs; the policeman is a Revolutionist 
in disguise; Melodrama ia better to 
read about than to live in, but tolive in 
melodrama is and long has been tho 
fate of Russia.

Lcc Wins by Half u I.cu{ftli. 
British Oommblaua Bea'77 Lssers- 

Tho morning of yesterday was so except 
tioually warm and bright thai, it almos- 
Hcemed as if the day were ])rovided to order, 
and was observed as a general holiday, A 
largo number of tho store.s were closed, the 
children of the public sehoois received a 
holiday, legislative business w.is postponed, 
and even In the soleiiui matter of fact law 
courts, which seemed to have becorat- im- 
bued with the excitement of vacation, the 
cases were as rapidly adjourned aa they 
were brought up, tluis bringing the Imsi- 
nesa to a speedy close, Ou towards one 
o'clock the scene on Government street bc- 
oamo oxfromely lively. Cabs, carriages, 
hacks, 'buses, buggies, and vehicles (;f 
almost every description, tbrougcd the 
streets, all having tli-.- same destination 
— Esipumalt. The cries and jukes oi the 
hacknu'ii, the laughs aiul shouts oi iian^^eu 
gers, and the oritii^nl comiueuts of tlu- look 
ers ou, all iiiiluc-d to the bu.ille ol thi.- 
scene, .\tthi: wharves the various Hteauieia 
chartered for Esquimau were cjuickly filled 
by those anxious to witness the race, and 
after a short delay left for the ncene of ac- 
tion. Tho journey by road atl'orded per- 
haps tho most varied bpectacle, all kinds 
and descriptions of vehicles being pressed 
into tho cause, ranging from the over-load- 
ed express waggon to tho well-fitted Lack 
anil jnivate carriage. It was a gala day for 
the saloons upon the road, for many of the 
pedestrians, who were present iu great 
force, found it almost impossible to pass 
without patroiiiiing them. Hu.^bands duti- 
fully escorting their wives in hired 01 pri- 
vate veliioles, others who preferred to "go 
it alone" on horseback, trieiubs in Iniggies 
and ou foot, and the lour hor-.e 'bu.ies 
crowded with rollicking, devil-inay-i are fi.l- 
lows, who had come out for a day's enjoy- 
ment, (and were determined to have it , 
iu conjunction with their more sober-mind- 
ed involuntary companions, were amoug 
those who funned the stream of travel. 
It is nn ill wind that blows nobody auy 
good, and cou.sequoutly the break-downs 
upon the road, of which there wore several, 
although very mortifying to those concern- 
ed, furuishe(i a fund of oniuseinciit to those 
who liad oseaped similar disaster. By two 
o'clock the harbor and aurroiiudings of 
Esquiiaalt htcanie quite aii'iuated. L'lie 
quarter ilcck and finccaslle of ii.M.S. Her- 
oine, and of other vessels 111 the harbor, 
were crowded v.illi spectators, while the 
decks of tho steamers Louise, Enterprise, 
Harbara Boseowitz, Otter, Pilot, Alexander, 
(with members of the legislature and their 
friciid.i), 'Woodside aud others, were heavily 
freighted with visitors from Victoria. Tho 
surface of the water was placid in the ex- 
treme and dotted by every boat in Esqui- 
mau that could be called into niquisitiou, 
wliilu|iiiau o'war's boats and tho steam 
biuiich provided for ihei roferoe, jinl^es 
and mombora ui tho press added an in- 
creased liveliucss to iho scene. The sun 
was ahinint? with all the warmth of a sum- 
nior day, and the iiivitiui; wea'her con- 
tributod gtoatly to the large attendance 
of people wiio, although .scattered amnnd 
the harbor, were so iiumcroua as to black- 
en certain poitiona of it, notably tho high 
blutf and also the wharves. It was de- 
cided that the race of the day should take 
precedence of tho minor itnex, and ac- 
cordingly at about firieen Ujinute.s to 
three o'clock tho preparatory gun was 
fired from the committee's barge, warn- 
ing the mon to get ready.

A MODEKiN ISOROIA. 

Poisoning; Sixleeii Persons for 
Tlicir Life Insiiraucc. 

(I.onilon Standard.) 

Tin; 11 At; UK, ])ec. 24. — A married 
woiiiaii, called Vnu cler Linden, ni;wl 
loi'ly live yuars, niollier of three chil- 
drt'ii, i.s cimrged at Leiden with having 
murdered 8>..Kteen persona in tbecourae 
of a few years. The victims were nearly 
all moinbera of her family, on whose 
liven slip had tfTected itisurancos in 
burial and life inKtiranoo oonipauics, 
without, I heir consoiil, with the inten- 
tion of poisoning tlii^m and receiving 
the money at their doatba. 

The crimoH were discovered under 
the following circunLstaiicoK. SoiniiilnyH 
H^o u f:tu;i!y named Kraiikhiiyzen, at 
Leiden, lost on one elny the inotlicr luid 
u cliild of eight montli.s. Tlie father 
was nisu taken ill and rpnioved to a 
liortpital. In each case there weresynip- 
loins of poisoning, and the examination 
of tlio bodit'.s proved this to be really 
the f.uct. It was uHnertained that Mrw. 
Vail der r,iiid(ui canici into tin.' hous(> 
of lier rel.'tiives and put jioison into 
the milk which was being made hot on 
tiie fire. 

After the death of the woman and 
her child, it was remembered that dar- 
ing the last two or three years a numb- 
er of llio inetiibers nf Ihe fatiiily had 
ilied uiiiier the Raiiio circuiii.si-.'iuces, and 
the bodies of two other children, imving 
l)(!en exiiutned, ahowed traces of poison. 

A cousin of ^Ira, "Van der Linden, a 
soldier, whom she tried to posion (ifteeii 
foiitlis ago, ia very iii, and Frnnkhuy- 
.'.en is in great danger. The accused has 
confessed her guilt. Hor husband is 
innocent. 

The prisoner has beraelf lost five 
cliildrnn, and it is prcauiucd that they 
have also been poisoned. She has been 
lodged in prison at The Hague. 

Cure for Felons. 

We have had a caso of felon in our 
family lately, and treated it successful- 
ly by steaming the whole hand with 
bitler herbs. It was allowed to pro- 
gress, tlirouoli ignoninee, until badly 
swollen, exquisitely painful, and of a 
livid purple color. Being in the palm of 
the liaud, it involved the whoh; hand 
and wrist in tiio swelling. A handful 
each of tansy, hops, catnip, and worm 
wood was thrown into an old basin, n 
amall quantity of tobacco and a half 
teacnpful of soft .soap added, and suf 
fieietit water to cover. When boillini; 
liot, till! patient placed her hand over 
the steam, which was ujijjlied until tlie 
mixture cooled. 

This ■wii.s repealed day and night un- 
til I ho pain waa entirely removed, 
which was in forty-eight hours. The 
relief from the paroxyRins of painf.ji.s 
aliuo.'it ruagicrtl as soon n.s tha .steam is 
applied. Tiie mixture waa only once 
renewed. Between the applications of 
.steam a poaltice of soap, thickened 
with Rlippery elm Qour, was applied, 
but I think it whs unnecesaary. After 
n.siiig for a day the hand wa.s stibniit- 
ted I'j ft physician, who thought it 
fiiould be lanced or on relief would bo 
ill less than a week, but the next day 
the pain took its final leave- No aiio 
dyne was used to procure sleep, as the 
steaming instantly relieved the pain un- 
til the next atl.ick. 

Au Eingraver's Ulock. 

As the lines in a good wood engrav- 
ing hiive to be very thin, it becoiues 
Very necea.s.ny tluit the wood should be 
of a tirni mid strong iibei' that will not 
lirenk or .^plit, or "crumble" ea.sily. 
And, indeed, the wood uued for engr.iv- 
ing is one ol: tho hardest known. It is 
box-wood, and is obtained almost 
exclusively from Turkey and Asia 
Minor, The grain of engraveivt, 
"blocks" oonsi.st of slicei- each about an 
inch thick and u.suully from two to 
four iuelie;? I'quare, cut cicroa.^ the grain 
of the tree The bo.K-lree does not 
grow to any con.siderable size, and 
when a large block is desired it has to 
be made by screwing and gluing a 
iiuniber of small blocks to;^eatlier very 
Lightly and securely. It is said that it 
wouhi take luoro than one huinlred 
years for a bos-ti'eo to grovv large 
enough to fiirni.'jii a block in one piece 
of a si/.e siiliciant to include the whole 
of it page engraving in an ordinary 
magazine.
